The 'budget for the 1927 operating 


expenses for the city of 
Rushville, 


was adoi^.<3 Tuesday night at

regular meeting of. the city council, 
was the rate placed at $1.11 which

needtd to meet the budget 
appro- 


priations. 


The rate is an increase 
of 41 


cents over this year, and is made 
necessary, the eouncilmen decided, 
on account of the lo* rate this year, 
which causes a 
deficiency, 
and 


which must be overcome next year. 


The year before the rate 
w»s 


$1.03 and then it dropped to 
70 


cents. The councilmen figure that 
the 70 cent rat* fails by .$2-">,000 to 
bring enough revenue, and for that 
reason the shortage this year must 
lie overcome to a certain percent by 
the increase for next year, although 
the 41 cent raise will not offset the 
33 cent drop of one year. 


The 33 cent drop in affect- 
this 


year, must be overcome next year, 
as well as meeting 
*he required 


needs for next year, and the raise 
of 41 cents will make the average 
for the two years at only 90 cents, 
which is still about ten cents below 
normal. 


In figuring the .budget for 
next 


year, no increases were allowed in 
any department!, as all salaries will 
remain t'he same in 1927. The ex- 
pense of the mayor's office, includ- 
ing salary is figured at $1,300. The 
city clerk's office at 
.f 1,300 
and 


treasurer's at $1,800. 


Many items appear under the city

diana 'State News Bulletin 
gives 


some interesting facts

early Indiana that show the marked 
changes taking place in a century. 
In that day taxes were nothing to 
worry about for the owner of a 
horse, mule or ass paid 
only 37 


cents, the beast of 
burden 
being 


valued at less than a gold watch, on 
which the tax was 50 «ente. 


These were rates leviid by ,the 


state for county purpose's. In those 
days even first rate land was not 
valued very highly because it 
was 


taxed at #1 for every hundred ac- 
res while the owners of town lots 
paid SO cents on each $1*0. •valua- 
tion. Pleasure was a thing that was 
taxed. Carriages wiUli l«-o wheels 
•were taxed at ••?! each and ft' they 
had four wheels, the tax was sfl.25. 


The taxing officials laid 
heavily 


upon the tavern ksepers and 
the 


ferry owners, evidently on tibe tfte- 
, 


ory that they had a 
remunerative 


occupation. Taverns were taxed real 
money, from .flO to $2o, and ferries 
$5 to $25 each. 


The owner of "second rate" land 


only had to pay 871 cents for each 
one hundred acres and the rate on 
"third rale" laud was G2i cents. 
"Also a moderate impost on bach- 
elors and male dogs," indicating the 
opinion that each 
ought to 
pay 


something for the privilege of living. 


More striking even are the state 


appropriations approved
